Under 470 provisions of the Federa law, these four 
proclamations give a president dictatorial powers He can 
seize property, organize and control the means of 
production, traasportation and communication, restrict 
travel. 


There is, in fact, now almost no limit on the powers a 
president can exert. 


The cochairmen of the committee. Senators Frank 
Church (D-Idaho) and Charles McMathias Jr. iR-Md ), 
have introduced legislation to abolish the proclamations 
and the statutes that give them force. 


Their bill would not prohibit a president from 
dec la ring a s t a te of na t iona 1 e m ergency bu t i t w ou Id limit 
the duration to 6 months unless Congress chose to extend 
it, and it would force' the President to make a public ac­ 
counting of everything he did.

"Oh, I can recall somebody 
doing something to me I didn’t 
like when I was playing, like 
sliding into me unnecesarily 
hard around second base, hut I 
never said anything 1 always 
remembered the guy who did 
it. though.

«Lyde

Bonnie and Clyde roamed 
the Southwest in a fast Chevy 
or 
Ford 
roadster, 
robbing 
mostly small stores, shooting it 
out with lawmen, their escapes 
getting closer and closer each 
time 
As often as not, the man 
driving 
the 
car 
for 
Clyde 
Barrow and Bonnie Parker was 
J C 
Sullivan, 
who 
dodged 
bullets along with them 
Sul 
11van also drove getaway cars 
for other glamorous bigtime 
gangsters, 
including 
“ Pretty 
boy” 
Floyd 
and 
“ Machine 
Gun" Kelley. 
Sullivan, now 67, rem em bers 
those days well. He ran from 
the law, chauffered gangsters 
around 
in 
stolen, 
cars 
and 
gambled 
away 
his 
wife’s 
m eager household funds. And, 
Sullivan 
says, 
they 
weren't 
bigtime gansters at all, just 
petty thieves. Their glamor, he 
said, is a myth created by 
Hollywood 
"T h ey d id n ’t have the in ­ 
genuity to rob banks,” Sullivan 
said in an interview with UPI 
“ Clyde was a likeable fella 
and he had a real personality,” 
Sullivan said. "If he could’ve 
turned his energies into the 
right way he c o u ld ’ve been 
something.” 
Sullivan said he drove for the 
Barrow gang only when 
he 
needed money badly because he 
didn’t care for them. 
"Clyde knew where I lived 
and h e’d call me up and say: 
‘I’m in the old Ford and I’m 
bringing it through’ and that 
would be my clue,” Sullivan 
said. 


“ I could see the trap that 
Bonnie was in. She started with 
him and after they robbed a 
place or two, she couldn’t turn 
back 
She 
really 
cared 
for 
Clyde 
she loved him,” Sul­ 
livan said 
"As far as she is concerned, I 
don’t think she ever shot at 
anyone and I don't think she 
ever smoked a cigar” as in the 
movies, 
Sullivan 
said 
"She 
wrote poetry and she had a 
good mind " 
Three times Sullivan went to 
prison He escaped twice. But 
all the time, he said, “ I was 
scared.” 
I knew' they would hunt me 
up and chase me down sooner 
or later,” he said. “ It was 
bound to happen No one could 
evade the law as I had done for 
long and get by.” 
So about 30 years ago. he 
quit. He said he was "finished 
with the dark side of living.” 
He became a Christian and 
started a program called “ Nu- 
Way” to help paroled prisoners 
learn skills and get jobs. He 
became a leader in the Baptist 
church 
"My mother is a Christian 
and she read the Bible to me at 
home and this stayed with me 
whenever I laid down on an old, 


hard prison bed,” Sullivan said 
"People who get into crime 
don’t realize the awfulness of it 
and the fear and the dread and 
how you can bound into- it 
Every man out there who is 
wanted is Clyde 
they walk in 
fear and dread "
